GROWING FLOWERS FROM SEED 



Flowers are classified according to their life histories, as: Annuals, seeds 
of which may be sown in spring and they will produce flowers and die the same 
season; Biennials, those which grow from seed the first year, but do not flower, 
rest over the winter and grow again the next year, when they flower and die; 
that is, they complete their life in two years. Perennials are those which grow 
from seed one year, produce flowers in later years, usually the second, and do 
not die, but continue to produce flowers every year afterwards. 

Flowers are classified according to their resistance to cold as: Hardy, those 
which are not killed by frost, however severe; Halt-hardy, which are uninjured 
by moderately low temperatures, but severe frost will kill them, and Tender, 
which must be protected against frost, however light, at all times. 

These classifications are not always definite. For example, a number of 
plants, commonly treated as annuals, may continue into the .second year as 
Biennials, or for several years as Perennials; again, some Biennials and Peren- 
nials, if sown early in the year, will produce flowers the first year. 

Seeds of Annuals are sown in spring, the hardy kinds in the open ground as 
soon as winter is over; the half-hardy and tender kinds are sown outdoors when 
no further frosts are to be expected. Some kinds take longer to flower from the 
time that seed is sown than do others, and these longer-growing kinds are 
commonly started in late winter in the protection of the home, the seed-boxes 
being given the full light of a window, or, better still, in a greenhouse or a hotbed, 
which is a heated frame. The seedlings are transplanted into the garden after

warm weather has arrived. Some Hardy Annual seeds may be sown in the 
autumn, when they furnish stronger plants than when seeds of the same 
varieties are sown in the spring. 

Biennials and Perennials are commonly sown outdoors in June, July, or 
August, the resulting plants being thinned to prevent overcrowding, and then 
transplanted in autumn or spring to those spots in the garden where they are 
intended to flower. Many may, with advantage, be sown indoors in late winter, 
transplanted in spring. We must not allow any plants to crowd one another, 
and from time to time seedlings should be removed to permit others to have 
sufficient room; this removal is termed "thinning." 

Most seeds grow best in light, sandy soil (not over-rich), and covered to a 
depth equal to three times their own diameter. Very fine seeds are best mixed 
with a small cupful of sand, and the mixture broadcast and pressed into the 
surface; no attempt should be made to cover these tiny seeds. Use extreme 
care in watering, as small or light seeds are readily washed away or carried too 
deeply into the soil. Do not add fertilizer to soil for starting seeds; use it later, 
when the plants are partly grown. 

There are certain plants which, for various reasons, are always grown as 
greenhouse or conservatory plants. For these, special cultural directions will be 
found on the reverse side of our seed packages. If you have any difficulty in 
growing any of our products, we invite you to write us, when full directions 
will be given you.

Draw a single straight line in the middle of the prepared surface, about ^inch deep; sow seed at even distances of about 3 inches, and 
cover. When the plants grow about 3 or 4 inches high, thin out, leaving the plants 6 inches from each other. (Experts who raise for exhibition 
thin out to one foot.) As soon as the vines reach a height of about 8 inches, proper trellis or other supports should be provided. 

The Sweet Pea is a moisture-loving plant, and by the month of May the plants will require water. In order that the water may be 
retained by the soil and get to the roots, as well as keep them cool, it is advisable to use a mulch of old stable manure and soak well with 
hose each or every other day, as needed. 

There are, as yet, no true Double Sweet Peas, but careful breeding has produced types with two, three, or four standards, and also several 
wings. These are Duplex Types.

Vegetables Which Resist Disease 



The increase, in recent years, of many fungoid and bacterial diseases has 
made difficult the growing of Vegetables in some localities. Although many 
varieties that have been used for years are now found readily to take various 
diseases, other old-time sorts have an inherent tendency to resist them; and 
now we have new varieties bred definitely to do so. 

If your crops, or those in neighboring gardens, were injured last year by 
wilts or blights of any kind, we suggest that you use varieties that (a) have long 
been known as being reasonably disease-resistant, or that (6) have been created 
specially to meet present-day conditions. Certain health measures, too, will 
help you to avoid loss from disease. It is recommended that you: 

(1) Rotate your crops, never growing any vegetable on the same spot for 
two consecutive seasons. 

(2) Grow crops for digging under whenever a space in your garden is not 
in use, however small it may be. Sow rye, vetch, buckwheat, etc., to be dug 
under for soil-improvement. 

(3) As soon as any crop is harvested, lose no time in digging under the re- 
mains of healthy parts of the crop, but taking care to burn all blighted or 
wilted plants. The good garden will always be cleaned up, autumn-dug, and 
sown to rye and vetch over winter. 



(4) Lime the land, unless you know definitely that your soil does not need 
lime. Almost everywhere in the neighborhood of New York lime may be 
applied every year with advantage. 

(5) Use the following disease-resistant varieties, treating the seeds with 
Semesan before sowing them:

Culture and Hints on Growing. The best soil in which to grow 
Roses is good top-soil to which rotted or Sawco Shredded Cattle

the beds, The ideal time to plant is just after the last severe frost. 
Hybrid Teas should be set 1 % feet apart, Hybrid Perpetuals 2 feet 
apart, and both 8 inches from the edges of the beds. They should 
be planted with the roots well spread out and the bud or "graft" 
placed about 2 inches below the surface of the ground, the soil 
made firm about them, and liberally watered. Throughout the sum- 
mer the surface soil should be cultivated weekly. If good cultivation 
like the above is given, watering will rarely be necessary. A top- 
dressing of Sawco Rose Food given in spring, summer, and fall 
will insure larger blooms and healthier plants.

Bulbs should be 
planted 4 inches deep and at least 6 inches apart; frequent cultivation with a hoe or weeder, around the base of the plant, to pre- 
vent the soil from becoming hard and dry, is advisable. Where desired for garden decoration or exhibition, we advise plants being 
staked after attaining the height of I foot. (We offer light green dyed bamboo canes, which are excellent for this purpose.) Water 
copiously, and as the flower-buds begin to form, apply liquid manure for the best results.

should be set about 2 feet apart.
